Board of Health. 


ONE CASE BAD BEEN ANNOUNCED 


Dr. Guiteras, the Expert, Seems to 
Fear It Will Be Epidemic. 


THE PEOPLE ARE LESS EXCITED 


Some of Them Are Going Over to St. &Si- 
mons to Spend the Nights with Their 
Families, Returning for the Day. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 14.—(Special.) 
After the wild rumors of last night matters 
have assumed a normal quiet. People are 
not leaving the city as they did before. 
Many are going to St. Simons to spend 
the nights with their famiNes and return to 
business in the morning. Several stores 
recently closed are being kept open. At 
the board of health meeting at noon two 
‘uses of fever, the Cox child reported last 
night, and Mrs. Turner, in the northern 
part of the city, were reported. Other 
eases that had been reported on the streets, 
after examination, were declared not to be 
yellow fever. An important question was 
presented at the board of health meet- 
ing, and ‘that was, who is in charge of 
matters, the government or the city author- 
ities. One or the other must assume re- 
sponsibility or great confusion must exist. 

Looks Like an Epidemic. 

Dr. Guiteras said this morning that it 
looks very much like an- epidemic is threat- 
ened, though the slow appearances of the 
disease is @& hopeful sign. Each death 
has been complicated with weakness from 
other illness.

Savannah Yesterday. 

Savannah, Ga., September 14.—(Special.) 
The quarantine against Brunswick jis being 
most rigidly enforced. The officials were 
scouring the city today for any person 
from Brunswick who came here after the 
former quarantine had been removed. They 
succeeded in finding eight or ten, all of 
whom were furnished with transportation 
and sent out of the city. Some of them 
were ladies and they were sent to Black- 
shear, where Mayor McDonough ordered 
that their board be paid for a week until 
they could make arrangements to go else- 
where. On account of the quarantine 
Surgeon General Wyman has ordered that 
the ticket agent at Brunswick sell no 
tickets south of Atlanta. He has also di- 
rected that the mail from Brunswick be 
disinfected before delivery at their destina- 
tions. 

The city sanitary board here considered 
that they had the right to stop the United 
States mails if they were not disinfected, 
and had not the surgeon general made 
this request they would have attempted 
to do so. 

Columbus Closes Her Doors. 

Columbus, Ga., September, 14.—(Special.) 
The quarantine, which Cuumbus raised 
sone days ago against Brunswisk, was re- 
established this morning on account of the 
announcement of — the reappearance of ye- 
low fever in Brunswick, and the quarantine 
officers are now stationed on every road 
that leads into Columbus. _ 

Must Carry Certificates. 

Hawkinsville, Ga., September 14.—(Special,)

DR. DUNWOODY'S STATEMENT. 


His Official Report of the First Case of Fever 
at Brauswick. 

Brunswick, Ga., September 14.—(Spe- 
cial. )—Readers of The Constitution will 
recall the severe criticism heaped upon Dr. 
John A. Dunwoody, the heaith ofticer, at 
the publication of tue first case of yellow 
fever, and also upon Dr. H. M. Branham, 
city physician, for bringing the first pa- 
tient, his cousin, Surgeon Hranham,. from 
the quarantine .to his own house, in the 
heart of the resident portion of Brunswick. 
At that time Drs, Wunwoody and Bran- 
ham were jointly blamed by a large ma- 
jority of the people for their action in 
bringing Surgeon Branham to Brunswick 
and betore they could make a full state- 
ment of their side. they were sent to Sapelo 
quarantine on Blackbeard island. Before 
their departure The Constitution corre- 
spondent secured a short interview with 
both. Dr. Branham assumed his share 
of apy blame and Dr. Dunwoody stated 
that he would make his statement to the 
proper oflicials. On his return to Bruns- 
wick recently, Dr. Dunwoody prepared his 
statement and submitted it to council, to- 
gether with his resignation as health offi- 
eer. As only one side of this matter has 
heretofore been publighed and that decided- 
ly against the physicians, a synopsis of 
Dr. Dunwoody’s report-is due to him. It 
bas never been published. It Will be no- 
ticeed that Dr. Dunwoody believes Dr. 
Bravham of all responsibility for bringing 
Surgeon Branham to Brunswick. It will 
also be seen that the fever did not originate 
in Brunswick or at quarantine, but was 
brought to Georgia. All the government 
surgeons who were here agree jn this. Dr. 
Dunwoody, in his report, says: 

Had Malaria When He Came. 

Pr. John W. Branham was detailed by the 
marine hospital service of the United States 
to assume supervising charge @nd control of 
the local marine quarantine offthis city, and, 
in company with Surgeon H. /®§.

The Grim Judge Has Been Very Busy 
Out in Mississippi of Late, 


FOUR ATTENDED TO IN ONE COUNTY 


They Were Mixed Up in a Will 
Poisoning Affair. 


TWO CHILOREN HAD BEEN KILLED 


An Investigation Has Been Ordered by the 
Court, Which Is in Session—The 
Mob Was Unmasked, 


Aberdeen, Miss., September 14.—In the 
line of the lynching business, Monroe county 
comes to the front in a case in which four 
negroes—two men and two women—were 
the victims near Quincy, fifteen miles from 
Aberdeen. 

Two weeks ago Thomas Woodruff 
five children were taken violently ill and 
two children died. He and the others -_ 
Linger with little hope of recovery. a ppm 
ber of neighbors also became very siCk 
while attending the sick. : Examination 
of the well on the premises disclosed 
three packages of “rough on rats im it, 
and suspicion pointed to a negro, Ben Jac vs 
son, who was arrested and taken by a aero 
of unmasked men from the officers during 
the inquest trial, and hung, as published at 
the time in The Cohstitution. 

The next day the jury examined Mahaley 
Jackson, Ben’s wife, and Lou Carter, his 
mother-in-law, who testified to a knowledge 
of Ben's intenfion to purchase for that pur- 
pose, but the jury discharged them. A 
crowd of armed men also took them out 
and ‘hung them as participants in the con- 
miract . 
ag ae Jackson also testified that Rufus 
Brovles, a well-known negro man of the 
neighborhood, had furnished the money to 
buy the poison, aml after the first lynching, 
he ran away and eluded discovery until yes- 
terday. He was seen at Wood’s mill, a 
few miles from the scene of the other trag- 
edies, and this morning his dead body was 
found hanging in that vicinity. 

No parties have yet been arrested, but the 
grand jury now im session is thoroughly 
investigating the case. Judge Cayce, of 
the circuit court, gave the grand jury a 
forcible and peremptory charge to ferret 
out the lynchers and return indictments 
against them. 

Ben Jackson~“had an altercation last fall 
wth Woodruff, in which he entered Wood- 
ruff’s house violently, and so excited his 
wife, who was in a delicate condition from 
childbirth, that she died in a few hours. 

Zen was under bond to appear at the pres- 
ent term of the circuit court, with Wood- 
ruff.as witness against him, which is as- 
er‘bed as a motive for his poisoning the 
well.

ESCAPED FROM THE PENITENTIARY. 


Two Noted Criminals Get Out of Virginia’s 
State Prison. 

Richmond, Va., September 14.—George 
Clark and Drew T. Smith, two of the most 
neted criminals confined in the penitentiary, 
escaped from that institution this morning 
before daylight. The men were in a cell in 
the third story. In some manner they ob- 
tained a brace and bit from amoung the tools 
in the shoeshop and secreted it in their cells. 
Later they bored througn the woodwork and 
around the lock and easily removed the cateh. 
It is not known what course the men took 
after. leaving the cell, but it is beileved that 
they climbed to the roof of. the hospital de- 
partment, which is also in the west wing, and 
thence reached the ground inside by means of 
a rope manufactured from their blankets. 

George Olark, who is one of the most noted 
safe-crackers in the country, was received at 
the penitentiary from Vrince Edward county 
in 1891 to serve fifteen years for burglary. 
Clark was implicated with several others of 
a band in the robbing of banks in Farmville 
asd other places. ‘He is wanted in Illinois, 
having escaped from the Joliet prison befire 
the expiration of his time in that prison. 

Drew Smith was received in 1885 from 
Franklin county to serve eighteen years for 
house-breaking and robbery. He escaped in 
1886, but was recaptured and had one year 
added to his time. 


Ex-Postmaster Gibbs, of Jackson, Arrested 
for Embezziemeut. 

Jackson, Miss., September 14.—(Specia!.)—A 
sensation was caused today when it becamg 
known that Major W. H. Gibbs, ex-postmas- 
ter, had been arrested on a ‘warrant sworn 
out ‘by Postoftice Inspector Thomas charging 
the ex-postmaster with the euwbezzlement of 
$302.58. The aieged embezzlement took place 
during the jast months of April, May and 
June of this year, or just before Gibbs went 
out of office. Major Gibbs appeared before 
Commissioner Moseiy, «waived examination 
and was placed under, a $1,500 bond for his 
appearance at the next term of the federal 
court. Gibbs stands high in republican cir- 
cles, having been state auditor under the re- 
publican administration prior to 1876. Gibbs 
says he will bave something to say when the 
time comes.

One Woman Jai'e! for Bringing About the 
Death of Another. 

Morristown, Tenn., September 14.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Mary Cowden was placed in jail here 
today charged with murder, brought about 
by mal practice on Miss Mary Weiss. a young 
lady high in social circles, who resides a few 
miles from this city. The young lady died a 
few weeks ago, and was quietly laid to rest, 
no one knowing the better until the arrest 
and imprisanment of Mrs. Cowden. The 
young man implicated in Miss Weiss’s down- 
fall is connected with a leading stove and 
tinware firm here, and stands high in busi- 
ness circles. Several others are implicated 
with Mrs. Cowden, and she threatens to give 
the whole thing away unless they secure her 
release. 


HELD THE CROWD AT BAY. 


Kendrick, a Desperado, Had to Be Knocked 
Down to Be Arrested. 

Waynesboro, Ga., September 14.—(Special.) 
Thomas Kendrick, coored, a noted desperado 
and outlaw, ‘who for several years has defied 
arrest, was captured here today while at- 
tempting to leave on the train. He was sur- 
rounded by a posse which he heid hack for 
a time with his Winchester. He was knocked 
down from the rear with a coupling pin by 
FE. A. Carter at an opportune moment. Ken- 
drick is in jail here with a seriously wounded 
head. 

A little over a year ago Kendrick escaped 
from the Syivania jail by overpowering the 
sheriff and since then he was in durance of 
the iaw. After his escape from Syivania he 
was iocated by Sheriff Brooker fn Bmanne! 
county. Brooker secured a posse in Millen 
and went to the piace at which Kendrick was 
at the time staying, but was met with re- 
sistance. Kendrick was armed to the ¢eeth 
and in his desperation set the house on fire.

DR. MAGRUDER REPORTS. 


He Has Been Investigating the Situation 
Among the Sea Islands, 

Washington, September 14.—Passed Assis- 
tant Surgeon Magruder, of the marine hos- 
pital service, who was recently sent to Beau- 
fort, S. C., among the sea islands along the 
coast to take sanitary precautions against 
disease resulting from the deaths of the 
negroes by the recent hurricane in that fri- 
¢inity, has made his first otlicial report to 
Surgeon General Wrman. 

Surgeon Magruder says that he has fust 
completed a thorough inspection of St. Helena 
island, where sixty-three were drowyed. 
They were buried by the natives. There was 
no trace of oder from the cemeteries. Ma- 
laria was prevalent in the sections that suf- 
fered most, and there was some dlarrbcea 
caused by bad water and improper food. All 
the wells yield brackish water. He has 
ordered 100 cleaned and pumped out until the 
water is pure. Some sections of the island 
are flooded from the closing of the main 
drains and the water emits odor. Arrange- 
ments have been made for starting a force of 
130 men to work cleaning the drains. The 
crops are almost completely destroyed. 

Four hundred and fifty-two nouses were 
wrecked. Tents will be used for temporary 
shelter. Dr. Magruder during the next two 
days will inspect Lady’s island and Coosaw. 
Dr. Carson.of New Orleans. has been de 
tniled to assist him and Hospital Steward 
Weightman left Norfolk, Va., today for the 
same purpose. 

Dr. Magruder will make a more complete 
report by letter. The govem ment has uu. der- 
taken to.adopt such measures as are xbso- 
lutely necessary to prevent the spread of 
epidemic disease consequent vron this dis- 
aster. but the feeding and care of those who 
are simply destitute will oot be nndertaken. 
and they must be provided for from publie 
contributions. 


THE WAR IN. BRAZIL. 


Indications Are That the Government Will 
Be Overthrown. 


Washington, September 1 : 
advices received from Rio Janeiro this even- 
Ing polnt in @ most positive manner to the 
overthrow of the present government. ‘The 
dissatisfaction is not confined to the navy 
alone, but is spreading to the army where 
the opposition to the government is be, 
coming most prominent.’ It is said the ad- 
miral-of the navy would never have dared 
to take the bold step he has without assur- 
ances of support from a portion of the 
army at least. It is believed that dis- 
patches will very soon be received here an- 
nouncing the success of the insurgents. 
Senor de Mondonca, the Brazilian minis- 
ter, is not in Washington at present. 

The Latest Lelegram. 

Searetary Gresham has received the follow- 
ing cable from Minister Thompson at Rio: 
“At 11 o’clock this morning revolutionary 
forces bombarded the forts commanding the 
entrance to the harbor; also the arsenal on 
the wharf at che center of the elty. A few 
shells were fired into the city and a woman 
was killed in her residence. Commercial tel- 
egrams have again been forbidden. The 
Charleston has not yé@t arrived.” 

The Navy department received a cablegram 
this afternoon reporting the arrival of the 
cruiser Charleston at Montevideo today. The 
cruiser will proceed immediately to Rio 
de Janeiro to protect American interests.

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“ONE MAN SKIPPED. 


Investigation Is Unraveling Floyd's 
Murder Mystery. 


SOME STRONG CLUES PICKED UP, 


Young and Whisnout Appearto Be Im- 
plicated, and Ed Bishop Hrs Filed. 
Officers in Hot Chase. 


Rome, Ga., September 14.—(Special.)— 
Floyd county is seething with excitement 
today over those murder mysteries. Wild 
rumors have been aflout all day and tales 
of more dead men discovered have been run 
from one end of the county to the other, 
It is the all absorbing subject and people 
are discussing it in all of its light. The 
gravity of the situation cannot fail to be 
appreciated when two and possibly more 
cold-blooded murders are committed for 
the sake of a few cents. Nobody knows 
whose turn will come next. As night falls 
Over the district where the remains were 
found the people retire to their homes and 
the roads skirted by dense and dark woods 
@re only traversed in cases of necessity. 
When this is done the traveler is heavily 
@rmed and on the lookout. Travelers alone 
during the day feel uneasy and they are 
prepared for any surprise. The nervousness 
extends over the entire county and the 
General verdict reached is that the as- 
Sassins must be found out and punished. 

Bishop Uas Skipped. 

Today's work developed more evidence 
@gainst Young an! Whisnant. the men ar- 
rested. They have implicated others in 
the crimes. The coroner's jury was hard 
at work all day and will probably continue 
the examination all the week. A search 
Warrant was issued for the home of Ben 
Bishop, a young white man of the locality. 
In his house were found five pairs of black 
hose and a linen cloth, either for a small 
table or a buggy robe. Bishop was not at 
bome and had started towards the city. 
The oflicers investigating came from the 
other direction, starting from Mborrison’‘s 
camp grounds, where the jury sat yesterday. 
They considered the evidence sufiicient to 
Warrant the arrest of the young man, but 
he was not arrested. The reason was he 
could note found, and up to this hour he 
bas not been found. He was traced into 
the city, through it and across the Broad 
street. bridge through South Rome and 
into the country on the opposite from which 
be entered. Officers are still after him. 
That he has skipped seems to be the pre- 
Vailing opinion. Some three or four others 
@re implicated and more arrests may be ex- 
pected tomorrow. By that time it is ex- 
pected that conclusive evidence will be in 
hand aud a half dezen members of a cut- 
throat band in the jail. 

A Butcher’s Fake. 

The most interesting part of today’s pro- 
ceedings was caused by a man who gave 
his pame as James Gaddis. He js a white 
man of about thirty years and runs a lit- 
tle meat market in North Rome. He went 
out to the place where the inquest was 
being held this morning. He drove up 
the crowd aud, hitching his horse, asked for 
the eheriff. He tound Deputy MeConnell 
and tu bim and others tu &@ wondertul 
Slory. tie said that us he reached tne jil., 
an eighth of @aiiie distant, be saw a negry 
run wcross the road iu frunt of him. aie 
called to the hegro to Halt and jumped from

The negro exclaimede “1 didu’t kill thems;

Then, says Guaduis, the negro stated that 
he had helped to throw young Sheat's jn the 
well becuuse Whisnant and Young made 
him at the muzzie of a shotgun. A few 
days before this, they had kiiled a negro 
and had buried him under two logs about 
a@ quarter of a mile from the wel. A box 
containing a lot of peddler’s stuf! and the 
coat and vest of Sheats was buried near 
by. The watch of Sheats was buried un- 
der the hearthstone at Young’s house. Af- 
ter this, Goddis claims that he had a strug- 

le With the negro who struck him on the 
ead and sile and got away. 

Gaddis hurried to inform the crowd. A 
posse was made up within two minutes 
and a search was begun. Not only dit 
they never catch the negro, but coufid not 
find anybody else who had even seen such 
@ negro as Gaddis described. A search un- 
der Young’s hearthstone revealed nothing, 
and nothing was found in the woods. The 
excitement was intense for a time and the 
people became suspicious. In a little while 
they did not believe one word of the story 
told by Gaddis and he has been put under 
arrest. Later, he was released. but no- 
body believes his story. It is impossible 
from every aspect and bears all the ear 
marks of a dead-straight fake. His story 
only charged Whisnant and Young with 
the murder, with one other man whose name 
Gaddis could not remember. 

The Victims Buried. 

His object in concocting such a fairy tale 
may have been to divert © suspicion from 
somebody else, or, possilfiy, was merely 
done to acquire some notoriety. Gaddis 
came here from Coosa station. THe says 
he was a bailiff, and, under Cleveland, was 
a deputy marshal for three months. 

Corey Sheats was buried at Fellowship 
church, near the city, today and Joseph 
Sugarman was buried in the Jewish ceme- 
terv. 

The inquest will be continued in Rome to- 
morrow .

He brought to the task, however, the comfort- 
ing thought that the acute stage of the panic 
was now over, and that, although a depressed 
condition might long remain, business was 
already. in a stute of convalescence. He 
quoted from a banker's review to show that 
it was an acknowledged fact that three 
distinct causes of the return @f gold to the 
United States had been well identified, The 
first cause had been the sharp decline in the 
importation of goods from abroad. The 
second was the enormous exportation = of 
wheat, flour, beef. corn, oats and barley, 
which had been taken In quantities hitherto 
onknown by England and the continent and 
the third was the collapse of the corner in 
provisions in Chicago. Since 1873, he said, 
the foundation of credit had been narrowing, 
while the superstructure had*been enlarging 
In. width and growing higher. It had been 
long evident to him that gy great crash would 
come: and. now that it@had come. it was 
equally evident that there were causes for 
it—among which-he included the boom in 
real estate, and the McKinley tariff act. 


Where the Panic Started. 


After a brief review of the history of panics, 
from 1804 down, he asked whether the sen- 
ators should not pause and reflect before 
they threw the whole responsibility of the 
present panic on one infamous act 07% ~agisia- 
tion. They should recognize the phtiosophie 
thought that great events were always pro- 
duced by great cansations. A spark might 
kindle a powder magazine; an overturned lamp 
might pnt a great city in conflagration; but 
What philosopher would attribute the con- 
temporaneons disturbance of the powers of 
nature to a spark or a lamp? It would be 
unwise to say that the Sherman law had 
prodneced the pantie. While the storm center 
of that panic was now over the Thited 
States, it was important to remember that it 
had not begun here. The date of its incipt- 
eney could not be fixed on any act of local 
legislation. It had begun in Sonth America. 
where there was no Sherman law. I[t had 
swept over Great Britain—a_ gold-standard 
evintry—where there was no Sherman law. 
Fnglish consols, parable in gold anly and 
having no fear of silver interest. had gone 
down like“other seenrities. In Great Britain 
gold, unprotected from going to a preminm 
from the silver standard. had commanded a 
premium of 3 per cent a dav for its loan. 
and, in addition, 12 ner eent per annum: and 
the castles of the British money princes were 
likety to fall, and erumble and perish. The 
nanie had swept on to Australia, where the 
people are the richest people in the world, 
ner canita, where there was no Sherman 
law. The single gold standard there had 
offered no protection against the much-to-he- 
dreaded premium on gold. The nanie had 
cot to Anstria, Ttaly and India, and wes now 
going all aver Furone, without the dreaded 
presence of the Sherman law. 

A Scapegoat. 

There were some, he continued. who cried 
“Stone him! stone him!” as to the Sherman 
law. These people were not entirely disin- 
terested. His friends, the enemy (the repub- 
lican party), were delighted to attribute the 
panic to the Sherman law in order to escape 
their responsibility to the tariff. The Me- 
Kinley bill sought the sheltering arms of the 
Sherman law. The gold monometallists were 
delighted to hide behind the work of their 
own hands. The bankers were interested in 
seeing the Sherman law repealed, so that 
new bonds might be issued on which they 
could base currency. 

He quoted from a speech of his in the 
senate three years ago, predicting what would 
be the effects of the Sherman law, which 
was hen pending; and which he now char- 
acterized as “the ill-concocted measure of a 
time-server.’’ The senator from Ohio had ap- 
pealed to the senate a few weeks ago to “give 
the devil his due.”’ He should be giad to do 
it as well as it could be done in this world 
of abbreviated equities and small opportunities. 
Hie admitted that the Sherman law had con- 
ferred substantial good on the eountry in 
starving the panic of 1890. Its evil effect upon 
silver had been caused not by any necessary 
operation of. the law, but by that mystery of 
Interpretation which had been evolved out of 
it. He was often asked by his fraends in 
Virginia and in the senate chamber. why he 
opposed the repeal of the Sherman law now, 
after having opposed its passage in 1800, His 
Rnswer was this: Was there a man who, 
having a patched coat. wonld throw it awav 
in the dead of winter before he had got a 
new one? Was there a man riding a spavined 
horee who would cut his horse’s throat be- 
cause he had not an Arabian steed to ride? 
Was there a peasant living in ai thached 
cottage. through which the winds blew and 
the rains descended, who would burn it down 
in the midst of the winter storms because 
there was 9 gleam Of brightness in the skv? 
Tle was not in favor of the repeal bill: 
nelther wns he in favor of going hatless. 
ecoatless, barefooted. and naked out into the 
Winter storm. 

Repeal Both Laws. 


Did the supporters @? the repeal bill, he 
asked, propose to restore the conditions ex- 
isting at the time of its passage? Oh. no; 
Bland-Allison act—a democratic meas- 
ure—had been repealed by the Sherman law, 
but the repeal of the Sherman law would not 
restore the Bland-Allison law. He was told 
that the democratic platform said ‘repeal the 
Sherman act.’’ So it did. But it also said 
‘YSepeal the McKinley law.’’ But. would sen- 
ators repeal the tariff law and leave the 
treasury without revenue? Would they re- 
peal the Sherman law and leave it without 
money—silver money? He did not doubt that 
the repeal of the Sherman law would have 
some beneficial effect in many directions, It 
would give some immediate impetus to bus!- 
ness and transactions. particularly threugh 
the hurrah that would be made. Commerce 
would revive: but much in the same manner 
that a line of weary and hungry _ soldiers 
would revive on a long march, when they 
heard the diseoursing of a patriotic air. 
While the band was playing, their eyes would 
brighten: but when the music ceased, they 
would realize that thev*were still further off 
from rest and food. Senators should reecol- 
lect that the unconditional repeat of the Sher- 
man law was the abrupt and total discon- 
tinuance of silver coinage: and that the re- 
peal bill was fashioned after the republican 
legislation of 1873. which was called demone- 
tizntion. because it quietly dropped silver 
from the eotns. That legislation had gone 
through the house with a soft cat-like tread: 
this legislation would go through the senate — 
if it went at all—with a lion's roar. 

In the further course of his speech, Mr. 
Dantel said that if the declaration in the 
Voorhees” substitute were changed into a 
levislative provision—as sug@ested bv Mr. 
Valthall last week—he wonld yote for it: 
and the Sherman law conld be repealed 
without another word of debate. He then 
went on to show the tnterest which Fne- 
land had in destroying silver as monev, He 
also complimented those democrats who, in 
the hour of their country’s need, did not 
nermit a president of their own party to 
shake their faith in a free America and a 
free constitution. (Applanse.) As to. the 
president. Mr. Daniel said that he had sup- 
norted him lovallv in the campaigns: and 
expected, in many a dav of battle, vet _to 
hear his colors and defend his cause. He 
should not nay him the tribute of a courtier 
and falterer who would say: “Rehold. a 
brave and honest maf who has convictions.” 
Rut he would show him that an American 
senator had also his convictions, and was 
brave and honest enough to be true to them. 
(‘Anplanse.) Not for a class. but for all the 
people: not for a section, but for the untfon;

The Metal Used Was a‘Composition with 
Some Silverin It,and Glass tg 
Keep tbe Coins Bright.

According to reports, the history of the 
counterfeiting dates back more than two 
years. At that time the first pair of molds 
was made at a certain cross-roads black- 
smith shop in Clarksboro district. ‘The 
process and plan of coinage were very sin- 
ple. Two small steel scooter plows were 
used. They were heated and then straight- 
ened out until both were perfect planes aud 
fitted each other perfectly. Both were 
again put into the furnace aud heated to 
a white heat. When they were taken 
from the fire a silver dollar was placed 
upon one and the other plow placed upon 
the coin. A large weight like an anvil 
was then Jet down with force on the plows. 
This imbedded the coin in the lower plow 
and left its impress upon the upper. oth 
were allowed to cool and fastened together 
with a hinge. The mold was bext turned 
upon the side and a small hole drilled im 
the lower plow reaching to the Impress 0 
the coin. The metal poured into the 
molds was a compound of white babbitt 
metal, britannia dippers and pure white 
glass and occasionally a small amount. of 
silver plate. Molds were in like manner 
made for the smaller denominations, nickels 
dimes, quarters and half-dollars. 
The counterfeit, according to the opin- 
jons of experts, and judged by the wide 
circulation it has gained, is one of the 
best that has appeared for a long ume. 
It is not so light as to attract notice unless 
handled with the full-weight dollar. 
The color is bright like money Just 
from the mint and on account of the glass 
glazing does not corr le or grow. black 
with use. A quick eye, however, would 
readily detect a small, smooth place on 
the milled edge where the iittle nick from 
the molds has been removed

And the conductor whe brought the train 
in said that it had quite a want of seats 
when it left Brunswick and that the vacan- 
cies in seats occurred “after the train had 
passed Jesup. 

“In fact,” said he, “people left the train 
at almost every station after we passed 


Jesup. At some points they were ques- 
tioned and at two or three places passen- 
gers were made to get back on the train. 
At other points, however, they were in no 
way inolested, not even by a question. The 
load when it came to me was one of the 
most depressed and heartbroken I have 
ever encountered in all of my experience as 
a conductor. Some of them had money 
enough to pay their way to Atlanta and 
some of them had tickets all the way 
through, wNile others had almost nothing. 
One lady handed me her purse, which con- 
tained only a few dollars, and saying that 
it was all he she had, asked me to carry her 
as far as it would and to then put her off. 
At the same-time she expressed a desire to 
reach Atlanta. Judging from her appear- 
ance she was a lady who was accustomed 
to getting what she wanted and her state 
ment to me that she had been caught with- 
out money just at that time was not only 
plausible, but it was one I believed. Any- 
how I brought her through. Judging from 
the conversations I heard on the train as 
1 came up the people down there are badly 
panic stricken, They had begun to think 
that the worst of it was over and were just 
getting ready to settle down to work when 
this breakout came along. No one can 
imagine how the setback has affected them. 
They are all gloomy and sad over it, and 
are ready almost to give up. But it was 
a great pleasure to hear them talk of At- 
lanta. They all seemed to think that they 
would be safe after the announcement was 
made that hfe fever had disappeared, 
and they are now about the most 
discouraged lot of people 1 have ever seen. 
But in it all they have an apparent love for 
the place and none of them talk about de- 
serting it. On the contrary they all talk 
about the day when they can go back and 
once more open their homes and their places 
of business. Its more like Atlanta—these 
people are—than any place of which I know. 
They are all in love with the old town by 
the sea and there is where they want to go, 
and they want to go as quickly as they 
can.” 

Of the fifty or sixty who left the union 
depot there are but few who are able to 
live as well away from home as they are 
at home. Yet none of them appeared in the 
least depressed. All seemed to think they 
were among friends and that there was no 
reason for uneasiness. 

Chief Inspector Veal and a detachment of 
his men were on hand and quickly made 
themselves known to the refugees. To 
those who were able to take boarding houses 
a guide was given and to those who were 
not able the chief gave such aid and as 
sistance as were f his power. 

During the day the chief of the depart- 
ment received several telegrams from 
Brunswick telling him of the situation and 
of the quick changes that were going on. 
These Chief Veal at once carried to Dr. 
Alexander, president of the board of health. 
who gave such directions as he thought 
were necessary. None of the telegrams, 
however, indicated any increase in the 
alarm which seemed to have attained its 
height yesterday afternoon. 

One of the telegrams, however, told the 
chief that Hon. George Merrifield, who 
was once collector of the Bruuswick port, 
had reached Atlanta and that he had been 
exposed to one case of the fever. Mr. 
Merrifield was once a resident of Atlanta 
and is well known in the city. Inspector 
Veal began an inquiry and without any 
trouble located Mr. Merrifield and Mrs. 
Merrifield at the home of their kinsman, 
Mr. G. A. Duke, on the corner of Simp- 
gon and Mangum streets. They had ar- 
rived? on the morning train and had gone 
direct to the home of Mr. Duke. It was 
there that Inspector Buchanan and In- 
spector Kink found Mr. Merrifield. Both 
of the inspectors knew the gentleman well 
and he knew both of them. 

“Yes,” Mr. Merrifield said with a pleas- 
ant smile, “I have just come from Bruns- 
wick and I did nurse a friend of mine who 
died from the fever yesterday and I helped 
to bury him.” 

“And of course you were exposed to the 
disease more than others,’”’ said Inspector 
Buchanan. 

“T guess I was,” was the reply. “Of 
course I had no idea at the time that the 
gentleman was a yellow jack sufferer. Still 
had I known jt the chances are that [| 
would have given him the same attention, 
as he was a brother Odd Fellow and be- 
longed to other secret orders to whch I 
belong. After J] did all I could for him in 


life and it was announced that yellow 
fever was the cause of his death 1 helped tu 
bury him.” 

“And in that way,” said Inspector Buch- 
anan, “you have been exposed to the fever

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Mr. E. P. King, of the Railway Mail Service 
Left for Brunswick Last Night. 

Mr. E. P. King, the assistant superinten- 
dent of the railway mail service, left for 
southeast Georgia last night.

TWO EXPERTS COMING. 


The Detention Camp at Waynesville Will 
Soon Be Opened. 


Washington, September 14.—Surgeon Guite- 
ras, the health officer at Brunswick, Ga., late 
thie evening telegraphed Surgeon General Wy- 
man, of the marine hospital service, that 
another case of yellow fever was discovered 
today near where the Cox child had the 
disease. This makes the fourth case recently 
reported and seven since the disease lirst ap 
eared. The last case is that of Mrs. 
lurner, a returned refugee. It is suspected 
that her child has the yellow fever. Many 
people have returned to Brunswick, despite 
Be advice given by the marine uospital au- 
roorities. 

Warning against too speedy return was 
given by the public press in that section of 
the country in order that everybody should 
be made aware of the danger. Surgeon Mur- 
ray and Past Assistant Surgeon Geddings, 
both yellow fever experts, have been ordered 
to Brunswick and inspectors have been sta- 
tioned at Waycross and Jesup, Ga. 

Instructions have been given to the au- 
thorities to prevent people from Brunswick 
going south of Atlanta. The detention camp 
at Waynesville, twenty-five miles from 
Brunswick, is about completed and will be

WASHINGTON GOSSIP, 


There are evidences of a revival of bus- 
iness prosperity around the treasury depart- 
ment during the past few days. Not a 
bank failure has been reported since August 
28th and of the 154 banks which suspended 
business up to January lst last forty-eight 
have been allowed to resume business. 
Fifty-seven banks are in the hande of 
receivers and are not likely to begin bus- 
iness again, but of the remaining forty- 
nine which are now in charge of the ex- 
aminers, a large number have applications 
on file for authority to resume business 
and Mr. Eekles says the majority of 
them will be allowed to do so. The fact 
that the currency famine has ended is shown 
by the falling off in the orders for new 
bank notes. The new circulation issued 
during August was $15,609,975. but the en- 
tire amount for the last six days of Septem- 
ber was only $718,000. The output of 
notes has been larger becau@e orders given 
during August are now being filled, but 
the new orders based upon the pressure 
for more money have fallen during the 
last two days to the nominal amounts of 
$30,000 and $10,000. The custom receipts 
have generally increased and the treasury 
expenditures have greatly diminished in 
comparison to the receipts. 
icit is expected from month to month until 
new tariff legislation is enacted because 
of the reduced import duties, added to a 
disposition to import only what is immedi- 
ately needed. Internal revenue receipts are 
returning to the old figures and the defi- 
cit for the first five days of the month 
has been only a little over $1,000,000, or at 
the rate of $5,000,000 for the month againse 
$10,603,656 during the month of August. 


Outside of the silver repeal bill there is 
no financial subject which will come before 
this congress of more general interest 
than the proposed repeal of the 10 per cent 
tax on the circulation of state banks. Con- 
gressman Sperry, of Connecticut, who has 
the second place on the committee on bank- 
ing and currency, was asked today for his 
views on the subject of banking legisla- 
tion in the present congress. He said: 

“I do not think that congress will uncon- 
ditionally repeal the 10 per cent tax on 
state bank circulation. The present pressing 
demand for repeal comes from sections 
of the west and south, where, it is claimed, 
there is an insufficient amount of circulating 
medium in the country hecause it is 
scarce in those localities. There jis q de- 
mand for the local currency, which will 
return to the bank of issué for redemption. 

“[ think congress will undoubtedly per- 
fect some legislation looking to the movifi- 
cation of our present banking system which 
will allow banks to issue bills predicated 
on local securities in lieu of national bonds, 
now the only basis allowed for bank cir- 
culation. The accomplishment of that 
purpose of course involves a great many 
details, but it may be said that there are 
two plans under consideration. One con- 
templates reorganization of banks under 
state charters and governed somewhat by 
state legislation. The other contemplates 
a very material modification of the pres- 
ent banking laws, but still reserving to the 
federal government sufficient control to pre- 
serve intact the present popular features 
of national bank circulation. I think the 
latter plan is more likely to be finally 
adopted by congress.

Upson County’s Farmers Agree Not to Sell at 
Present Prices. 

Thomaston, Ga-, September 14.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The mass meeting assembled at 
Thomaston, Ga., September 13, 1893, con- 
sisting of citizens of Upson county, regard- 
less of occupation or political affiliation, for 
the purpose of considering their financial 
condition ealled R. H. J. Garland to the 
chair and J. P. McKay was requested to 
act as secretary. 

A committee of five was appointed to 
arrange business for the meeting, consist- 
ing J. W. Pilkington, B. I. Matthews, 
W. T. Respass, J. L. Barker and William 
B. Trice. The committee reported the fol- 
which were ladopted 


by a rising vote: 

“Your committee suggests tothe peo- 
ple of Upson and adjoining counties that 
they do not sell their produce for anything 
except money, current everywhere. So far 
as cotton *s concerned, we suggest that the 
farmers hold their cotton as long as they 
cank do so consistently. 

“It is the sense of this body that 
whereas cotton at present prices is selling 
far below the cost of production, and, 

“Whereas, We believe tthe farmers in 
common with all other classes, should re- 
ceive a living price for his produce, 

“Therefore, We advise that no more cot- 
ton be marketed at such prices than is ab- 
solutely necessary to meet matured obliga- 
tions, and that we request the creditor class 
to be as lenient with ‘the debtor class as 
possible. 

“We suggest also that the farmers and 
planters convention be called at an early 
date to ascertain the sentiments of the peo- 
ple of the entire state. to meet in Atlanta 
or some other suitable point, and that the 
chairman of this body, Mr. J. W. Pil- 
kington and Colonel J. W. Allen, be ap- 
pointed as a committee to take steps to in- 
augurate such a_ convention.”

Not Enough Money Will Be Raised to 
“Pay Current Expenses, 


OTHER PEOPLE MADE THE BILLS 


And the Commissioners Have Them to 
Pay—Masons Compliment a Past 
Master—Newsy Notes. 


Macon, Ga., September 14.—(Special.)— 
Will the county commissioners hold a meet- 
ing to recousider their action in increasing 
the county rate of taxation for the year 
1593 from 611-2, what it was last year, 
to Sd 9-10 on the $100, for this year? 

This is an interesting question. . 

At present, the commissioners do not 
contemplate reconsidering their action. The 
combined state aud county rate 
is $1.30 on the $100, which is 
very high, it is true, but the commissioners 
suy it can’t be any less and meet expenses. 
The expenses for the year foot up $157,- 
454.10. 
realized from the taxable values of thd 
county $156,999.05, or $485.14 less than 
the expenses that must be met. ‘The only 
Way by which to avoid an jncreased rate of 
taxation is to borrow morey or issue bonds 
to meet the expenses. LKither of these 
methods would prevent an increased rate; 
but the debt would stil be.on the county. 
It might be impossible to borrow the money 
when it is needed and it is doubtful if the 
people would vote to issue bonds. How 
then can the expenses be paid without in- 
creasing the debt? It is about impossible 
to cut the expenses down. ‘The comumis- 
sioners didn’t create them. They do not 
control the courts, the jail, the roads, or 
any of the public institutions of the county, 
except the. Roff home, and they cut down 
the expenses of this place considerably this 
year. Other bodies and other people cre- 
ate the expenses of the county, and it is 
simply the duty of the commissioners to 
raise the necessary revenue to defray them.

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Social Life for American Farmers. 


From The Boston Journal. 

The growing belief that it is no longer 
worth while to try to induce farmers’ sons 
and daughters to remain upon isolated farms 
while the sociability of large tows offers at- 
tractions that cannot be met in the country 
is illustrated jn a suggestive and reasonable 
article upon the “Isolation of Life on Prairie 
Farms,’”’ written for The Atlantic Monthly 
by E. V. Smailey, who bas had ten years of 
observation in our plains region. 

The @tstom of living apart from neighbors 
among all American farmers has its dreariest 
results on the western prairies, where the 
average space separating the farmsteads is, 
in fact, always more than half a mile. The 
picture given by the writer is that of extreme 
lonesomemess, In a cramped farm house, 
“from the windows of which there is woth- 
ing more cheerful in sight than the distant 
houses of other settlers, just as ugly and 
lonesome, and stacks of straw and threshed 
grain, the farmer’s family must live, In the 
summer there is a school for the children, 
one, two, or three miles away; but in winter 
the distances across the snow-covered plains 
are too great for them to travel-in severe 
weather; the schoolouse is closed and there 
is nothing for them to do but to house them- 
selves and long for spring, Each family must 
live mainly to itself, and life shut up in the 
little wooden farm houses, cannot well be 
very cheerful.”’ 

“The isolated farm house must be aban- 
doned, and the people must draw together in 
villages,’ the writer declares, and his sug- 
gestion, if acted upon, would certainly create 
a revolution, not only among the farms of 
the west and northwest, but the east, where 
indeed the number of abandoned farms slfows 
that the people have already begun to seek a 
remedy, To accomplish a general revolution 
it will be necessary to show the farmer that 
it is not necessary for him to live upon the 
particular tract which he cultivates. The 
foreign plan of farming villages which make 
the home of the family can be adopted. The 
farmers go out in the morning to till their 
fields and return at evening to village homes. 
In each settlement there is the church, the 
school and the meaas +f tocial ani ueighboriy 
life. As this plan has been already proved 
practicable, its more general adupiion would 
not be impossible.

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CLAYTON'S COURT. 


The Most Important Case Heard in the 
County's History. 


A WOMAN'S SUIT FOR HER LAND 


For One Week the Court’s Time Was De- 
voted to the Interesting Trial—A 
Victory for the Plaintiff. 


Jonesboro, Ga., September 14.—(Special.) 
The grinding of law and justice in Clayton 
é6uperior court continues and will not abate 
until the end of this, the second week of 
the session. This term of court has de- 
veloped a surprisingly large amount of 
interest and importance, owing to the trial 
of one or two cases of voluminous propor- 
tions. Chief of these was a case on the 
civil docket which consumed the time of 
the court from ‘Juesday of the first week 
until Tuesday of the second week. This 
was the case of Lou Achor vs. Robert 
Bowden et al., suit for recovery of land 
and damages. 

This case involved the title of three valu- 
able lots of land lying on the uorthern 
border of the county between Hapeville and 
Manchester. The recent extensive iu- 
provements at the latter place and the 
rapid strides on the road of prosperity have 
caused the old, rugged red hilis and wild, 
gullied valleys for miles around thereabouts 
to advance ten-fold in value and assuuie 
a precious prize in the eyes of their own- 
ers. The declaration ‘presentetlL by ithe 
counsel for the plaintiff in this suit proved 
to be an interesting document and some 
of the allegations and recitais contained 
therein bordered closely on the sensational. 

Lou Achor, the plaintiff, is the grand- 
daughter of the late William Wright, an 
old citizen of this county, whose strong 
eccentricities brought him into great local 
notoriety. As a result of his carelessness 
in allowing unwise associations to exist 
between members of his family and negroes, 
Nancy Wright, a daughter of his, had the 
misfortune to be the mother of a mulatto 
child. That child, with a white mother 
and @& negro father, is now the plaintiff, 
Lou Achor, in the case above mentioned. 
Her lot has been anything but a happy one. 
She is now about twenty-eight years of age 
and is a widow the third time. She 
very illiterate. 

_‘DVhe land in question descended from Wil- 
liam Wright, the grandfather of the plain- 
tiff. He granted it by deed to his daugh- 
ter, Nancy Wright, and she bequeathed it 
by will to her daughter, Lou Achor. How- 
ever, the inheritance to two of the three 
lots was disputed by two nephews of Nancy 
Wright, who produced deeds from her, dated 
at a time shortly subsequent to the date 
of the will. 

This was not all. 

The remaining lot was obtained from 
Lou Achor by alleged fraudulent means 
and combinations, and she was frightened 
off to the mountains of Alabama by threats 
of arrest on various false charges. Hutchi- 
son & Key, of Atlanta; Doyal & Doyal, of 
this city, and White & Howze, of Birming- 
ham, Ala., were employed as counsel for 
the plaintiff. The defendants had an array 
of equally distinguished talent in the per- 
sons of Judges Boynton and Beck. of Grif- 
fin; Colonels Albert and Connally, of At- 
o> and Watterson & Stewart. of this 
city. 

For the argument the court allowed the 
counsel ten hours, five hours on each side. 
In that time six_strong speeches were made, 
two for the plaintiff and four for the de- 
fendants—by Messrs. John L. Doyal and 
John B. Hutchison of the first side. and 
Messrs. Boynton, Beck. Albert and Wat- 
terson of the latter. These distinguished 
gentlemen pleaded in words of force and 
eloquence for the rights of their respective 
clients, and six such masterful arguments 
have not been heard there in many years. 
The two principal speeches, in point of 
power ahd length, were delivered by Judge 
Boynton, for the defendants. and Colonel 
John L. Doyal for the plaintiff. The for- 
mer distinguished jurist delivered an ex- 
ceptionally strong and scholarly argument, 
while that of Colonel Doyal was never sur- 
passed at this bar. His sarcasm, ridicule 
and denunciation, which, at times, swept 
over the defendants and their counsel, were 
terrible in their scathing effect, and the 
appeal for his client in his beautiful perora- 
tion owas touching in the ex- 
treme. The jury was out (for ahout 
three hours when a verdict was rendered 
in favor of the plaintiff, which restores 
to her one of the lots of land. The verdict 
has been received very favorably here, and 
it is thought to be a great victory for the 
plaintiff's counsel. Special credit is due 
Colonel John B. Hutchison, of this city, 
who managed the collection of evidence and 
the eonduct of the ease in court for the 
plaintiff. 

This is pronounced by the legal represen- 
tatives as the largest civil case Clayton 
has ever had, involing as it did, 600 acres of 
land valued at about $25,000. 

The most important case to be taken up 
so far on the criminal docket is that of 
the state vs. Israel Russell charged with 
rape. <A verdict was rendered finding the 
defendant guilty of attempt to rape. and 
Judge Clark gave him a sentence of ten 
years.

Judge Harris has been judge 
of the Coweta circuit for a number of years, 
and is one of the most popular men in the 
district. If he makes the race for congress, 
it goes without saying that things wll be 
lively in the Woody fourth next year.

The sugar 
that pays no tax is purchased by the 
trust for refining purposes. In other 
words the tax has been taken off of un- 
refined sugar for the benefit of the trust, 
and retained to the extent of half a 
cent a pound on sugar that the people 
use, 

This scheme is truly republican in its 
beauty and simplicity. In view of all 
the facts, what is to prevent the demo- 
crats from getting together in a harmo- 
nious way and reforming the tariff in 
accordance with the democratic plat- 
form? What is to prevent a harmonious 
repeal of the McKinley law, which is 
denounced by the democratic party as 
“the culminating atrocity” of republican 
tariff legislation. 

We observe with a feeling akin to pain 
that various subcommittees are to be 
empowered to hear the views of the 
manufacturers with respect to the tariff. 
This is quite an old story. In 1880 or 
thereabouts a congressional committee 
went careening about the country to get 
the views of manufacttrers, and a good 
many times since then the ways and 
means committee has devoted large sums 
of the people’s money to giving audience 
to the manufacturers. 

The question arises here—are not the 

views of the people out of whose pockets 
the tariff tax is collected as much inter- 
ested in the matter as the men _ into 
whose pockets the taxes go? If the 
Wishes and views of the protected inter- 
ests are to be considered as of more im- 
portance than the views of the people 
tha democrats may as well turn the 
whole business of tariff reform over to 
the republicans, who are pledged to take 
care of the manufacturers. The people 
have already expressed their views by 
endorsing the declarations of the dem- 
ocratie party, and that ought to be a 
sufficient guide for the democratic ways 
and means committee. 
The democratic platform declares that 
a protective tariff is unconstitutional. If 
this is so, if democratic congressmen 
stand on the platform, why should the 
manufacturers be consulted? What in- 
terests have the protected classes in a 
tariff for revenue only? These are ques- 
tions that are beginning to puzzle the 
people. If the platform is to be carried 
out, what have the millionaire manufac- 
turers to do with the tariff reform meas- 
ure which the democratic ways and 
means committee is to introduce in the 
house? 


It Is Not Yet Too Late. 

What will congress do? What supple 
mentary legislation will follow the re- 
peal of the Sherman law, and what will 
be done with the tariff? 
These questions cannot be answered. 
A cloud of uncertainty envelops the sit- 
uation. Nobody knows whether there 
will be any silver legislation after we 
get the Sherman law out of the way. 
There is no telling what shape tariff re- 
form will take. It is not known whether 
there will be a modification of the na- 
tional banking system or a reyival of 
state banks. 
Everything seems to be in a yague, in- 
definite and chaotie condition, so far as 
the matter of party policy is concerned. 
Hon. Judson Clements, the distinguished 
7yeorgian, who is one of the interstate 
commerce commissioners, hit the nail 
squarely on the head in an interview in 
yesterday's Constitution, in which he 
said that “the mistake the house, or 
rather the democrats of the house, was 
in not settling all these questions in 
caucus. The party is going to be held re- 
sponsible for what is done, and it should 
have caucused.”’ 
As Mr. Clements says, all this eonfu- 
sion in democratic ranks is due to the 
democrats of the house not holding a 
caucus at the beginning of the extra ses- 
sion to agree upon their policy. The 
Constitution has advocated such a cau- 
cus from the beginning. It would have 
cominitted the mugwumps a weak- 
kneed democrats to a definite pdlicy de- 
cided upon by the majority of the cau- 
cus, and the country would have known 
what to expect. 
But the caucus was not held, and con- 
gress is now floundering in a quicksand 
of its own making. There is nothing to 
hold the democratic majority together— 
no agreement upon any particular line 
of action. Doubt and confusion prevail 
everywhere and it is impossible to in- 
telligently predict the outcome. Fortu- 
nately, it is not yet too late to repair the 
consequences of our mistake. With the 
exception of the Sherman law, all the 
other important matters: of legislation 
may yet be submitted to a caucus. The 
democratic congressmen should get to- 
gether without delay and map out their 
programme, It is the sensible and bus- 
iness-like thing to do. It saves time, re- 
moves uncertainty, prevents blundering 
and ‘braces up the wavering members, 
who, in the absence of a fixed policy, are 
liable to go to sleep or stray into the 
camp of the enemy. 

Let the caucus be held! 


The Farmers Bear the Burden. 

We presented some facts and statistics 
yesterday showing that our farmers will 
have one billion five hundred and Sixty- 
three million dollars less money to spend 
this year than they had in 1870, when 
their revenue per acre was 93 per cent. 
greater than at the present time, on a 
gold basis for both periods. 

This is the sort of depression that 
hurts. It directly affects one-half of our 
population engaged in agriculture, and 
this enormous reduction in their pur- 
chasing power forces them to buy go 
few of the comforts and luxuries of life 
that the depression is felt by our man- 
ufacturers and has thrown hundreds of 
thousands out of employment. 

The value of the products of the soil 
has been shrinking for thirty years, unti] 
now the lowest point is reached. The 
farmers and the wage-workers have been 
seriously studying the situation for a 
generation, and they have opened their 
eyes to the fact that when silver depre- 
ciates and gold appreciates the values 
of other things shrink. This is just what 
the farmers are not able to stand: Their 


industry is the basis of everything else 


system which strikes down half the cur- 
rency of the country and doubles the 
purchasing. power of the other half, 
which is controlled by the gold sharks of 
the east. 

It is useless to talk to the farmers of 
the west and the south about the “hon- 
est dollar” of the gold sharks. Their re- 
ply is: “We demand an honest price for 
an honest bushel of wheat and an hon- 
est pound of cotton, and we are going 
to have it!” 

This is the ultimatum of the farmers, 
and if they cannot get justice in the two 
old parties they will walk out of them 
and try the third party. We call the at- 
tention of the democratic majority in 
congress to this threatening phase of the 
situation. If we fail to redeem the 
pledges of the democratic party we may 
expect to see our agricultural friends 
leaving us by thousands. No class of 
people in this country will stand the 
continuation of a policy which has re- 
duced the value of their crops one Ddil- 
lion five hundred and sixty-three million 
dollars in less than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Take this ominous fact and make the 
most of it! 
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Up in the Air. 

Certain newspapers are gravely dis- 
cussing the convention of populist gov- 
ernors called to meet in Chicago to con- 
sider a movement having for its object 
the division of the republic. 

The whole business is up in the air. 
The populist governors know it and they 
are laughing in their sleeves at the peo- 
ple who take them seriously. The con- 
vention will not have a feather'’s weight. 
Governor Lewelling and Governor Waite 
miy threaten to ride in blood up to their 
bridles, but the country will simply 
laugh at them. 

It is true, however, that such demon- 
strations in the past finally led to seces- 
sion. In 1804 several New England gov- 
ernors and prominent citizens met and 
talked of a northeastern confederacy. 
They tried to win over Hamilton for 
their leader, and failing to get him they 
would have accepted Burr, but the lat- 
ter’s duel with Hamilton made him un- 
popular and the conspiracy dissolved. 

The Hartford convention was on the 
same line, but it resulted in nothing defi- 
nite. 

In 1850 several southern governors 
met at Nashville and adopted resolutions 
declaring the right of secession. 

The convention of southern governors 
ealled at Raleigh in 1856 by Henry A. 
Wise to consider the question of secession 
was a failure, only three governors being 
present. 

Recalling these past conventions, The 
Chicago Herald looks upon the meeting 
of the populist governors as a_ serious 
indication, and fears that it is the begin- 
ning of serious trouble. 

We see nothing serious {n it. There 
will never be a time when men will not 
indulge in idle talk and threaten terrible 
things if they cannot have their way. 
But secession is a dead issue. The 
masses of our people in every section 
are satisfied that this republie will al- 
ways remain a government of the people, 
for the people and by the people, and 
they believe that the political evils af- 
flicting them can be more easily reme- 
died through the ballot box than by a 
revolution that would cut the country 
up into separate confederacies. 


Hunting for an Issue. 

The press dispatches set forth with 
great clearness the anxiety of the demo- 
crats in Washington to discover some 
issue on which the representatives of 
the party at the capital may join their 
forces and present a united front. Such 
is their anxiety that we are led to infer 
that an expediition to discover an issue 
has been organized. This expedition is 
said to be armed with a search-light 
which casts its powerful rays into the 
darkest nooks and corners. 

The Constitution, we are frank to say, 
has more sympathy with the anxiety 
that is manifested than with the special 
shape that it has taken. A search-light, 
unless its machinery {1s in the hands of 
an expert, is’apt to blind those who em- 
ploy it. The brighter it is the more em- 
phasis it gives to the surrounding shad- 
ows, 

The difficulty with the democratie ma- 
jority in congress is that it has been led 
by considerations, which we shall not dis- 
cuss here, to turn aside from the broad 
lines of democratic policy and engage 
in enterprises that the people have not 
endorsed and would not endorse. The 
search for an issue may go too far. The 
repeal of the federal election laws is a 
definite part of the democratic policy, 
to be sure, but it is a minor issue. It 
does not touch the pockets or the bust- 
hess interests of the people. There is no 
persistent clamor for their repeal, and 
yet in the ordinary routine work of con- 
gress it is essential that they should be 
wiped from the statute books. 

Put the point we desire to make is 
this, that the democrats in congress 
ought to get together on some command- 
ing issue that will unite and harmonize 
the democratic votes of the people. A 
furious debate on the federal election 
lawws may please the gentlemen in con- 
gress who have discovered at this late 
day that party harmony is necessary in 


| order to transact the business of the or- 


ganization, but how will it satisfy the 
people? This is a question that every 
democratic congressman ought to con- 
sider. 

Heat and fury over the repeal of the 
federal election laws would seem to be 
somewhat out of place on the part of 
democrats who have manifested not only 
a willingness, but a deep desire to sac- 
rifice the interests of the southern and 
western people to the interests of the 
capitalists and money@tenders of . the 
east.. That is the view the people will 
take of it, and it is altogether the proper 
view. 

By all means let the house go on with 
the repeal of the federal election laws, 
or with some other measure that is more 
important, but do not attempt to de- 
ceive the people by declaring that the 
repeal of ‘these laws has been hit upon 
after a prolonged search for an isstie on 
which the party can harmonize. There 
is no need whatever to go far for an is- 
sue. ‘The house can easily go ahead with 
supplementary financial legislation. Or 
it can take up the tariff question in a

A Chivalrous Kentuckian. 

It is possible that Miss  Vollard’s 
charges against Congressman Breckin- 
ridge will not injure his political pros- 
pects. 

The story comes from Kentucky 
that when Mr. Breckinridge announced 
last week his intention of standing for 
re-election his strongest rival, Mr. Bron- 
ston, at once declared with great earnest- 
ness that he would not run against him 
so long as Breckinridge was “under a 
cloud.” “I will never go to congress,” 
he said, “if I have to go over Breckin- 
ridge’s dead body.” 

This is magnificent, but it is not bus- 
iness and-it is not politics. The Troy, N. 
Y., Budget says: 

In this attitude one can see a grotesque re- 
semblance to that ancient spirit of chivalry 
which would not allow one combatant to take 
another at a disadvantage. It was_in ac- 
cordance with this that King James refused 
to avail himself of the natural advantages of 
Flodden Field and so lost his Hfe and his 
army. Breckinridge is at a disadvantage, but 
he brought it on himself. There is little ex- 
tenuation for his betraying a school girl, if 
the charge be true, and he has not denied it, 

It is fortunate that this peculiar way of 
looking at a man “under a cloud” is restrict- 
ed to the south. Otherwise we would not be 
surprised to see a candidate whose political 
chances looked desperate make haste to get 
“under a cloud” in order to drive his rivals 
from the field. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Bronston is controlled 
by what would be ealled, in other days, 
a chivalric impulse. It may be that he is 
on the wrong line, but he means well, 
His idea is that he ought not to take ad- 
vantage of his opponent’s unfortunate 
situation to push his own chances. In 
this we see the spirlt of the old-time 
southern chivalry—a trait of character 
Which, in spite of the ridicule heaped 
upon it by northern writers, belonged to 
the most high-mimded soldiers and states- 
men whose names grace our annals. Mr. 
Bronston may be mistaken, but his neigh- 
bors will respect his motives, and it 
would not surprise us if they called him 
to the front.

“Tf there is a queerer, more uncertain demo- 
crat on the face of the earth than the con- 
gressman from the sixth Georgia district, 
The Ishmaelite hopes never to hear his name 
mentioned. 

“The aforesaid alleged has had a number 
of opportunities since congress assembled of 
showing his faithfulness to the pledges of 
the Georgia and the Chicago platforms—all of 
which opportunities he has used to the dis- 
honoring of those pledges.

‘Tle voted against the re-enactment of the 
Bland-Allison law, which would have forced 
the coinage of at least two million silver 
dollars every month. 

“He then voted in favor of the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the silver purchase law. ‘To 
him silver money is evidently an unholy thing, 
deserving, in spite of platform pledges, to be 
cast into outer darkness.”’ 


The Covington Enterprise has the follow- 
ing: 

“In our opinion, the best cure for the 
financial ills that affiilet our country, is to 
repeal the Sherman silver law and pass a 
measure to coin as rapidly as possible every 
ounce of silver bullion in the treasury vaults 
at the present ration of sixteen dollars for 
one gold dollar. It would require two years 
to coin the bullion on hand, and every dollar 
so stamped would bear evidence that the 
United States had adopted the ‘free coinage 
of silver.’ To demonetize silver or gold is 
to discontinue to coin it. After this, repeal 
the 10 per cent on state banks, issue silver 
and gold certificates and greenbacks. This 
would give us an abundance of money, every 
dollar of which would be as good as every 
other dollar. Our ‘plan’ has its objections, 
and yet we believe it would be bhétter, more 
solid and practical than the bill to be intro- 
duced by our fellow citizen and friend who 
has the honor to represent this district in 
the American congress. 


The Rochelle Solid South speaks as fol- 
lows: 

“General Gordon, In a speech in the senate 
chamber August 20th, gives the cause of his 
conversion to the goldbug side of the financial 
question. The house of representatives, he 
says, has repealed the Sherman silver pur- 
chase clause of the Sherman bill; hence, to 
save time and give relief to the people, the 
senate ought to do likewise. 

“The general wants his people to believe 
that by his vote he is trying to uphold and 
carry out the pledges made by the party 
to the people on the Cleveland republican 
side of the question, rallying with men he 
knows to be against silver in any form of 
bimetallism.

“This thing of quarantine fs not particularly 
pleasant to a man who has to cirry sixty or 
feventy people through the south,” wag 
Manager Charley Yale’s view cf the yellow 
fever situation. “I have had a good deal of 
experience at that sort of thirg and I know 
what it means. From all I can learn, how- 
ever, I don’t anticipate much trouble from the 
fever itself. Every city has bad ample time 
to fortify oagainst the disease, but to the 
traveler, whether from an infected port or 
not, the quarantine is the thing that troubles. 
Several years ago Memphis raised her quaran- 
tine to leé my company in and I played to 
$7,000 on that week; but even that couldn't 
tempt me to go near a case of Yellow Jack, 
and I’m like the rest of them, I want to get 
hold of the dollar.’’ 

“Our people haven’t talked much politics— 
that is, state politics—as yet,’’ said Hon. Tom 
Chappell, the little giant of the Chattahoo- 
chee, who was here on legal busivess yester- 
day. “All three of the gentlemen now men- 
tioned for gubernatorial honors have many 
friends down our way, and it is too early 
to say how our section will go.

AND THE GUARD GOES TO CHICAGO 


They Leave at 2:10 O’Clock Tomorrow Af- 
ternoon—Enthusiastic Meeting atthe 
Guard Armory Last Night. 


On that decorated special train that has 
figured in the advertisements and the per- 
sonal accounts of their contemplated. trip 
given by the enthusiastic members of the 
Gate City Guard to their friends, that com- 
pany leaves for Chicago over the last 
Tennessee road at 2:10 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon. 

The Guard will have stored away some- 
where in their uniform pockets a_ ticket 
which cost just $109.35—the same tickets 
and the same price that were originally an- 
nounced, and the same rate which Comunis- 
sioner Stahlman said he Guard was not 
entitled to. 

In the light of later developments Assis- 
tant Commissioner Stahlman yesterday 1s- 


\ sued an order revoking the former order of 


Commissioner Stablman, which, at first, 
threatened to put a sudden end to the ex- 
cursion to Chicago. The order was revoked 
on the statement of Adjutant General Kell 
that the Gate City Guard existed as a mill- 
tary company on September Yth, the date 
on which the contract with the Last Ten- 
nessee road was made. 

The commissioner’s order was good news 
to the members of the Guard and te Di- 
visign Passenger Agent Jimmie [arnes- 
worth, who had worked with such tireless 
energy to fulfil the contract he had made 
with the military company. He imme- 
diately resumed the preparations for the 
trip, which had begti arrested by Comunis- 
sioner Stahiman’s order of the 12th. 

He states that the excursion was by no 
means interfered with by the order and 
that it will be quite as large as if the or- 
der had never been issued. He will have 
the special train that the Guard contracted 
for and will hgve accommodations for all 
who desire to go. ‘The round trip rate of 
$19.35, however, will be confined to the 
members of the Guard, who were regularly 
enlisted on September Yth. Mr. Farnes- 
worth says that neither the friends of the 
company nor outsiders can avail themselves 
of the rate. He will send the entire com- 
vany on one ticket. : 
There was a rousing meeting of the Giard 
at their armory, on Peachtree street, last 
night. About sixty membes of the com- 
pany announced their intention to £0, and 
the outlook is that a big crowd will go, as 
a large number of the friends of the com- 
pany jntend to go on the excursion.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST 


Warm weather again in Atlanta. Yesterday 
thermometers of the weather bureau on top 
of the postoflice building were up to 56 de- 
grees, higher than they have been for over 
a week. From nearly all parts of the country 
reports of warm weather are received. rhe 
lowest temperatures that prevailed during 
yesterday were those in the vicinity of the 
Atlantic coast from the state of Virginia 
northward, and those in the state of Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas; but these temperatures 
were not very low, the lowest maximum tein- 
perature being as high as 76 degres, observed 
at Baltimore and Rapid City, 8S, D. The 
two warmest cities in the country yesterday 
were Palistine. Tex., and St. Louis, where 
in both the sweltering hot weather of 100 de- 
grees was reported, No other cities reporied 
temperatures as Warm as 100 degrees, but 
there were very many that bad temperatures 
above 90 degrees, Most strikingly noticeable 
was the maximum temperature of 4 degrees 
in Chicago, where but a few days since the 
weather Was as cool as anywhere else in the 
whole United States. 

Very little rain has been reported in the 
past twenty-four hours, and this. fact ac- 
eounts in a measure for the wide extent of 
warm weather now prevailing. Only three 
cities reported an appreciable rainfall yes- 
terday—Jacksonville, Wilmington and New 
York. and in two of these the amount was 
light while in the other, Wilmington, the 
amount was ,40 of an inch, not very heavy.

BUT HE IS POWERLESS TO HELP 


He Writes a Letter to Mayor Lamb, Ex- 
pressing His Sympathy—The Great 
Need ofa State Board of Health, 


“I will tell you, my boy, it’s an unpleas- 
ant feeling to have to sit here and be power- 
less to render any aid to those people in 
Brunswick.” 

The governor had just finished dictating 
a letter to Hon. Tom Lamb, mayor of 
Brunswick, as he spoke. 

“My hands seem to be absolutely tied,” | 
he continued. ‘That whole coast country 
might be swept by pestilence, and the 
governor of the state would be unable to 
render any assistance. Witb no state board 
of health, no money that can be used for such 
purposes, and no other means of helping 
the stricken and the needy, the state can- 
not help own children. I tell you it’s all 
wrong, all wrong! One of the first things 
the iegislature should do is to provide 
against such a state of affairs in the fu- 
ture. But it isn’t the future that bothers 
me; it is the present.” 

By this time the letter he had dictated 
was brought to him for his signature. This 
is what he wrote to Mayor Lamb: 

State of Georgia, Executive Department, 
Atlanta, Ga., September 14, 1893.—Hon. T. 
W. Lamb, Mayor Brunswick, Brunswick, Ga. 
My Dear Sir: I have read with deep regret the 
bews of the morning, making known the ap- 
pearance again of yellow fever in your oy. .' 

I deplore the fact that the State has not 
provided medical authority upon which I 
could call to render you service. Further, 
the state has not supplied me with any fund 
upon which I could draw for the care of the 
sick or for the control df the disease. I am 
therefore, powerless to aid you in any way. 

If you can suggest to me anything within 
my power for the aid of your people and help 
in this é€mergency, either Officially or per- 
sonally, I will gladly render the service 
Very truly, etc., W. J. NORTHEN, _ 

; Governor. 

“That seems a very little to say, ret it 
all comes from the heart,” he continued, 
as he read it. “I wish there were some- 
thing I could do. If Mayor Lamb can 
Suggest anything that can be done by me 
personally or officially, I will gladly do it 
l fear there may be suffering among the 
poor people and we must prevent that if 
possible.”

But the Sunshine of Yesterday Promises 
Better Things—One Result of the 
Hard Times Was More Fires. 


' The hope of the business men in the south 
is in the cotton crop. 

From the banker to the small merchant, 
they are eagerly, anxiousty waiting for the 
country wagons and the railroads to cot 
mcnce unloading the jute-covered bales of 
fleey staple. | 

All hope for a general re@rval of business 
activity when the farmer begils tv sail 
his crop. 

Until then, they do not expect trade to 
move along with its aecustomed vigor. 
They recognize that a great deal depends on 
thig.crop. The banker speaks of the cot 
ton marketing time as a time when things 
will assume etter shape. ‘Then money 
wiht be turned loose into the channeis of 
trade and business will resuime its nerimal 
giaie. : 

The rise and fall of prices, the varying 
reports on the condition of the crop and 
the state of the weather, are matters that 
receive the watchful attention of the bus- 
ivess men. Recentiy, they have been el- 
gaged in watching the rain and hoping that 
ft would subside, and yesterday they were 
consierably elated over the sunshine. Bank- 
ér Lowry voiced the sentiments of the 
bankers when be said that the sunshine 
was a prophecy of better times at hand. 

“It will allow the tarmers to pick their 
cotton,” said he, “and us the prices are 
good, they will sei] it at once, and the con- 
sequent flow of money will restore pros 
perity to the land.” 

- The local cotton receipts up to date have 

been unprecedentedly low. Less than a dozen 

bales have been received by wagon, which 

is far below the figures for the correspond- 

jug period last year. ‘The local cotton buy- 

ers paid 7 3-4 for good cotton yesterday. 
Joe Mocdy s Ideas of rire. 

One of the most peculiar results of this 
year’s financial pinch was pointed Out yes- 
terday by Mr. Joseph Moody, the insurance 
gpan. It was an increase in the losses of 
jusurance companies, consequent upon an 
éncrease in fires. ‘This is one phase of the 
hard times that the general pubiic has not 

r 

ele “i el iatianinbly a fact that the num- 
ber of fires Where insuradce Was involved 
has increased,” said he. *“These losses have 
mainiy been in small towns averagig about 

2,UU0U, but now and then some feLow will 
intend only to dispose of his own establish- 
ment, when the blaze will communicate 
jtself to the adjoining buiiding and a big 
joss is the result. 

“With a great many business men, it hes 
been a question of facing their creditors 
and being burned out. Too often has the 
latter alternative been chosen. Georgia 
has been especially free from this class of 
fire losses so far. but they have come as 
near as South Carolina. ‘The northern ter- 
ritory has suffered a great deal in this re- 


spect. 
eenking further on this line, Mr. Moody 

Baid: 

“Did it ever occur to you that In ten 
ears there will be no such thing as fire 
surance. In the last ten years the total 
surance losses have amounted to $70,- 

000. Ido not believe there is a single 
company reported as having made money. 

Take the figures of the recent report in 
Heorgia and the showing is a most discour- 

aging one for the insurance companies. Not 
a single company shows a profit. In many 
cases, the shrinkage is grent. 
| eS to by Moody 
put down the losses of the Phoenix Com- 
pany, of Brooklyn. as greater than that 
of any other company. In the first six 
months of the present year. the Phoenix 
is reported to hate lost $260,000: and the 
large amount recently lost in the coast 
storms was not included in these figures. 

This company is reperted to have last 
$100.000 by the coast storm. It had in- 
volved over twice that amount. Mr. Har- 
ry Stockdell, the southern agent of the 
company, is now in New York adjusting its 
losses.

Practically that is the situation in New York. Few 
care to anticipate a decline in prices so long as the re- 
ceipts continue light; and, while there is no active 
speculation on the bull side, the absence of sellers, to- 
gether with the strength of Liverpool, make it an easy 
matter to advance prices.

that led up to it. It was testified that 
Mr. Osborn had been notified in response 
to a letter that he would not be allowed to 
address an open air meeting, but was told 
that police protection would be afforded 
him at any time he chose to speak ip a hall. 
In addition to this Captain Thompson call- 
ed personally on Mr. Osborn and informed 
him that he would be arrested for obstruct- 
ing the streets if he attempted to speak 
Wednesday evening. 

The defense was clearly outlined ia the 
cross-examination which was obviously di- 
rected toward showing that no obstruction 
was made by Mr. Osborn personally. The 
point was made that he spoke from a per- 
manent structure, and in response to a 
question the officers testified that the 
crowd was orderly. They also stated that 
the crowd had not been asked to disperse. 

Mr. Osborn then made a personal state- 
ment, which was. merely a resume of the 
story already told. His version of the 
notification did not differ from that of the 
oticers and he said that after examining 
the code and finding no law against his 
speaking in public hhe decided to make the 
attempt. He disclaimed any intention of 
violating the law, but claimed that he 
merely stood on his rights as a citizen. 

“Chief Connolly treated me _ with 
great politeness when he made 
the arrest,” -he said, “and I was 
equally polite... There was no feeling on 
either side.” 

Mr. Osborn was not cross-examined. 

Speeches followed by both of Mr. Os- 
born’s attorneys. ‘They insisted that their 
client had violated no law and denied the 
right of the police commissioners to forbid 
his address. Stress was laid on section 
74 of the city code limiting the authority 
of the board to existing ordinances and it 
was urged that they exceeded their author- 
ity in interdicting an act not in conflict with 
the code. 

Mr. Colville waived argument and the 
recorder entered a finding of guilty. In 
passing on the case, he said that he did 
not intend to allow it so go out to the pub- 
lie that the authorities were engaged in 
an effort to suppress free speech. On the 
contrary, Chief Connolly’s letter showed a 
desire to facilitate Mr. Osborn’s plans as 
long as they did not conflict with the city 
ordinances. In the opinion of the court, 
Mr. Osborn had gone to the well anticipat- 
ing trouble and ready to create it. The 
case, he stated, had been fully made out. 

A $100 fine, the limit of the law, was then 
imposed. 

There was some effort at a demonstration 
among the spectators in the rear rows, but 
sternly repressed by the recorder, who gave 
notice that he would send the next person 
applauding, to jail for thirty days. 

There was a noticeable improvement in 
Mr. Osborn’s appearance as he sat in the 
erowd. The shabby alpaca coat he had 
worn at the well had disappeared and he 
was clad in a neat blue guit with immacu- 
late linen and tie. Those who saw him 
for the first time the night before would 
hardly have recognized him in his altered 
evThe balance of the afternoon was spent 
by him in a discussion with his attorneys 
and at a later hour it was decided to take 
the ease to the superior court on a writ of 
certiorari. The application was at once 
perfected, and a bond of $105 given. 

Mr. Osborn was seen at the station be 
fore ‘his release and talked freely. 

“The police interference,” said he, “was 
to prevent me from speaking. The claim 
that 1 was obstructing the streets was all 
nonsense and everybody knows it. The 
ease turns entirely upon my right to speak, 
and I am confident. of a verdict in my fav- 
or in the upper court.
